The large influx of foreign teachers to 
Canadian universities began in the early 1960s 
when growing popularity of the social sciences, 
together with a dismally small number of 
Canadian PhDs in the social sciences, forced 
universities to recruit abroad. 


It was not until early this year that a serious 
campaign was started to check the increasing flow 
of non-Canadians into new teaching positions. 


The campaign is being led by two Carleton 
University English professors, James Steele and 
Robin Mathews, who say the universities should 
have no less than two-thirds Canadian faculty 
members, 


Some of their supporters advocate interven- 
tion of provincial education ministers and the 
federal immigration minister to enforce a quota,

21.6 per cent British, 28.8 per cent American and 
5.4 per cent from other countries: 


A close look at-national categories when. they 
are further broken down into various faculties re- 
veals that the British and other groups are less 
numerous when classified by citizenship than by 
place-of-birth, 


One explanation is that the faculty members 
from those two groups are taking out Canadian 
citizenship, which would account for the increase 
in the number of Canadians, ' 


The opposite trend seems to be taking place 
in the American category, although to a lesser 
extent. For example, while 25.7 per cent of the 
300 teachers in the faculty of arts and science were 
born in the United States, 27.7 per cent claim 
American citizenship. 


At the same time, it should be noted that many 
senior faculty members: who were born. in the 
U.S. and elsewhere have spent most of their lives 
or teaching careers in Canada.

Some observers say Canadian students now 
unconsciously reflect attitudes of a colonized 
nation, A protest against the Vietnam war in the 
United States produces similar protests on 
Canadian campuses, even though the war is not a

The hiring patterns established over the last 
10 years may not prove easy to break. In a study 
headed by Steels and Mathews it was learned that 
at the University of Waterloo the academic vice- 
president, the dean of arts and his three assistants, 
and the chairmen of all eight departments in the 
humanities and social sciences are American. 


In a letter to Waterloo president Dr. Howard 
Petch, Mathews said “every academic in Canada 
recognizes ‘off the record’ that grapevine hirings 
go out of Canada ‘back”"home’ and to friends.

VANCOUVER. (CP) — Angry convention 
delegates Tuesday torpedoed a cornerstone of the 


_ British Columbia Federation of Labor's proposed 


“united bargaining front” after a stormy debate. on 
administration. ; A 

“Solidarity forover” went up in smoke as 460 
delegates. to the:,.BCFL’s week-long convention 
threw out a -report. itted -by president: Al 
Staley, secretary Ray Haynes and other officers. 

The report. included a review of the BCFL 
executive’s handlin gof labor matters during the 
past year and outlined comprehensive plans for a 
future expansion of the federation’s role in the 
collective bargaining ‘process. 

Staley was booed and heckled when he at-first 
declared a motion to apporve the report carried on 
a voice vote. He relented and the motion was 
defeated in a standing vote by a five - to- three 
margin. 

Forces backing Paddy Neale, militant presi- 
dent of the Vancouver and District Labor ‘Council, 
intérpreted .the vote as a major setback for 
Haynes, who is up for re-election in the key 
secretary’s post. 

e 

Neale announced Monday he would challenge 
Haynes in Thursday’s fedébation elections. So far, 

Neale has not put together a full slate to oppose 
the current officers,’but some pro-Neale candidates 
were expected to be named later today. 

In. addition to handling of union matters, the 
current federation executive came under-heavy fire 
for its failure to get ‘the United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers’ union back into the BCFL. 

The. UFAWU, with 7,200 members, has been 
trying to re-enter the parent Canadian Labor 
Congress and through it the federation for 12 
years following suspension, for alleged communist 
leadership. 

Louis Kaufman, president. of the Vancouver 
local of .the International Longshoremen’s® and 
Warehousemen’s Union, said-the UFAWU contro- 
versy and other matters during-the past year have 
damaged the image of the federation among rank- 
and-file workers. 

“The role of the federation shouldbe to co- 
ordinate and not to dictate,” said Kaufman. ‘We've 
developed into a monstrous bureaueractic struc- 
ture.” 

The federation’s proposals for..a “united 
bargaining front” of unions représenting more 
than 100,000 ‘workers whose contracts come up for 
negotiation next spring were also sharply attacked. 

“We're all for a Strong ceritral labor body, but 
not one that forces policies. through by coercion,” 
said R. T. Buck Philip, international representative 
of the Oil, Chemical and Atofmic Workers Union. 


He accused the’ federation leadership | of 
attempting to villify. former BCFL officers in ‘its 
report and added that the plans for the bargaining 
front outlined by Haynes and Staley need much 
more clarification prior to approval). 

Indications. of a simmering dispute between 
the IWA, biggest union in the province, and the 
building-trades-unions rose to the surface Tuesday, 
in a resolution submitted by the IWA condemning 
Teamsters’ Union raiding tactics. ~

HE FEDERAL GOVERN- 
ment’s special report on Can- 
ada’s official information services 
has heavy criticism of almost every 
phase of their operations,. particu- 
larly those which portray the Cana- 
dian scene for overseas readers and 
listeners. There is contradiction, 
confusion and ‘ack of policy, the 
study group says, with a “sham- 
bles” in the external affairs infor- 
mation services which “stumble 
through a stunning sort of chaos.” 
That is a pretty sweeping in- 
dictment of the system of.news re- 
leases, policy statements, publicity 
hand-outs and departmental propa- 
ganda which has grown up over the 
past few decades. The confusion 
within the various sources of infor- 
mation about Canada is .compound- 
ed by the multiplicity of offices 
which issue material and. often work 
' at cross purposes, 

The report criticizes in particu- 
lar the fuzziness and conflict in re- 
gard to, just what the Canadian 
image should be for those who 
watch us from afar. It mentidéns, 
for instance, the CBC insistence on 
wheat fields, hockey, the Mounties, 
and Indians in ceremonial dress in 
its publicity abroad_for Centennial 
» year, while Expo sought to portray 
Canada as a modern state in the 
full tide of industry, scientific ad- 
vance and urban development. 
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structure through confrontations 
and dissent which are themselves a 
sign of the underlying life. In this 
phase, the mixup is the message. 

It- fs interesting that the study 
group found offence in the continu- 
ing stress in Canadian publicity on 
Mounties, igloos, Indian dress and 
the traditional ice-and-snow theme. 
For this objection, on the national 
level, reflects exactly the same de- 
sire for transmogrification which is 
found, for instance, in Calgary's 
urge to abandon the. heretofore 
carefully cultivated. cowbay-rodeo- 
frontier-town image and emerge as 
a cultured metropolis; and Vic- 
toria’s trend to reject the outworn 
bit-of-olde-Englande role in order 
to be known.as an up-to-date Pacific 
Coast. centre. 

Yet all the component aspects 
are a part of the Canadian picture, 


‘and they cannot be completely lost 


any more than an individual can 
reject his forebears. Srgall wonder 
that government information serv- 
ices find difficulty in deciding what 
to publicize, when the ingredients 
of their publicity releases are chang- 
ing their fateen like the colored 
fragments in a kaleidoscope.

ISHERIES MINISTER JACK 
Davis sounds the tocsin with 
justifiable vigor when he tells Cana- 
dians of the large foreign fleets over- 
fishing. the high seas adjacent to 
Canada's 12-mile fisheries limits: He 
says they have overvexploited some 
species and threaten others of vital 
concern to domestic fishermen, and 
he calls for action, perhaps at the 
United Nations, to set rules adequate 
to ‘meet conservation needs. 


“As far-as they (massive foreign 
fishing fleets, state-owned and oper- 
ating with almost military organiza- 
tion) are concerned there are no 
rules in this: game—certainly, there 
are no rules yet. It is a matter of 
first. come: first served and heavén 
help the hindmost,” the Canadian 
minister. says. The fleets, “are hitting 
our resources ... so hard that many 
of them may never recover.” 


Mr. Davis names Russian, Polish 
and: East German ships as_ the of- 
fenders—and his description of fleets 
he has seen off Vancouver Island 
suggests that their desigh and mag- 
nitude have been determined in a 
manner to make them suitable for 
this very type of fishing—something 
with which individual Canadians in 


smaller boats cannot compete. 

So much.for the situation. What 
about the remedy? Canada’s fisher- 
ies minister feels that Canada must 
press for effective international 
management of marine resources out 
to the limit of our continental sheif. 
He urges strong representations to 
that end at the next law of the 
seas conference. 

This seems the most logical ap- 
proach to the problem. It is unreal- 
istic to ask a foreign country to re- 
duce the efficiency of its fish-catch- 
ing methods on the high seas so that 
catches will be better for nearby 
domestic fishermen. Some more 
compelling argument is required. 

Such a case is not hard to devel- 
op. If these big foreign fleets, op- 
erating in an area where legal rules 
do not apply, can-be persuaded that 
they are fishing various food sources 
to extinction and that a continuation 
of this practice will leave everyone 
hungry, then the argument becomes 
persuasive. 7

HE Ontario Health 
appears to have hit upon an in- 
genious scheme for lowering the price of 
prescription drugs while at the same 
time increasing qual- 
ity control. The 
“Comparative Drug 
Index’’, which will be 
sent. to all doctors in 
the province some 
time next year, will 
enable a physician to 
prescribe the lowest- 
priced brand of a 
drug for a_ patient, 
knowing it to be just 
as good and as safe 
as the most expensive brand. 

By taking the, prescription to an 
“approved pharmacy’ for dispensing. 
the patient will be assured he is paying 
no more than the price quoted in the 
index, plus the pharmacist's dispensing 
fee. 

None of this will have the force of law 
behind it but the program is being 
constructed so as to demand the co- 
operation of the drug manufacturers and

The Drug Quality and Therapeutics 
Committee of Ontario — that the brands 
within each sub group, are of equal 
quality and that one is as good as 
another.

Price of Medicinal Drugs 


Although ‘rigid tests -are performed of 
every new drug before its release for 
clinical trial is permitted, it is not prac- 
tical and perhaps not possible to test 
every batch of products in production, or 
being imported. The random sampling 
method must be used and this has its 
hazards. The Ontario program will there- 
fore make manufacturers and importers 
even more quality conscious—especially 
those who are using chemicals from Hong 
Kong, eastern Europe and, in. the words 
of one official here, ‘‘God knows where” 

Doctors, of course, will not be limited 
in their prescriptions to products listed 
in the index but it seems clear that a 
brand not on the list is unlikely to have 
much standing with the medical profes- 
sion as far as quality and‘ safety are 
concerned, 

Similarly, it seems clear that the 
higher-priced brands will be hard put to 
justify themselves without the quality 
argumeiit to fall back on. A manufac- 
turer—will no longer be able to say his 
product is twiee the price of Brand ‘'X”’ 
because it is twice as good, if Brand “X"’ 
is listed in the index as, by definition, 
just as good. 


Far-Reaching Effects 


This should have some far-reaching 
effects on drug merchandising. It is no 
accident that the most expensive drugs 
tend to be the most advertised drugs 
their producers spend huge amounts 
promoting them with the doctors through 
slick brochures, samples and ‘‘detail 
None of - this -information,- how- 
ever, ever mentions price and the doctor, 
not surprisingly, tends to respond only to 
what he is told.

Yet the range in price can be very 
marked, The legislature's health com- 
mittee was told, for example, that six 
brand products of tolbutamide, used in 


the treatment of diabetes, ranged from 
6.84 cents to 1.5 cents per standard 
tablet. All were of equal quality. 

Manufacturers and distributors will 
therefore have to think very hard about 
the prices they quote for the index and 
some prices undoubtedly will be reduced 
because of it. 

The price quoted in the index will be 
the maximum price to the druggist who, 
if he is an “approved pharmacist"’, will 
pass it on to the customer without 
mark-up, simply adding his dispensing 
fee, which will standard for | all 
prescriptions. Such pharmacies will 
display a local-seal of approval from 
the Ontario Pharmacists’ Association in 
their windows and will contract withthe 
association not to charge more than the 
index price, plus dispensing fee, on pain 
of losing the seal. 


To Check Raises 


This, it is hoped, will-mitigate against 
manufacturers and distributors quoting 
a price for the index and then raising it 
a month ieter. 
pharmacist will be bound by his 
agreement not to buy at the higher price 
and will perforce be unable to fill pre- 
scriptions for the product. The index will 
be revised every six months to account 
for new prices and new products.

Two question marks, however, cannot 
be resolved at this stage. One is the 
psychological factor, for both doctors 
and patients, in prescribing the cheapest 
product. There may well be a disposition 
to think that if it’s cheap, it can't be 
very. good, despite its inclusion in the 
index. 

The other is the real effect on the 
prices the patient actually pays. This 
will depend largely on the standard 
dispensing fee to be adopted, an amount 
still being negotiated by the pharmacists.

Today it overflows..I find 
this morning on reading the report on 
the January 17 coordination meeting 
that Rene Levesque, chief of the 
Mouvement Souverainete-Association, is 
to be the guest on 2 plus 1 ( an interview 
program) January 21... Option-Quebec 
(Mr. Levesque’s book urging separat- 
iam) has been the object of improper 
publicity for a week on Couche Tard 
(another interview show). The day of 
publication, that is Wednesday — and it 
was legitimate — the radio news... the 
television news...as well as the 
program’ Aujourd-hui. (interview). re- 
ported on the publication of the work .. ."’ 

Mr. Ouimet painted out that no such 
flood of publicity had followed the 
publication of books by other Quebec 
politicians, such as Daniel Johnson and 
Eric Kierans.

Separatist acts are news and should 
be reported as such. Distortion of news, 
entertainment.; and public affairs pro- 
grams, to sell separatism, is a totally 
different thing. In Mr. Ouimet’s words, 
it is ‘managed news”, ‘brainwashing’! 
and “organized propaganda” and we 
would be fools if we continued to pay 
for it. 

It is encouraging that Mr. Trudeau 
has decided that we shall not continue to 
pay for it. On two occasions recently he 
has warned that if the promotion of 
separatism is not ended on Radio, 
Canada, its budget will be cut. That is 
reasonable; it is also in conformity with 
legislation governing the CBC. 

What -is not reasonable is Mr. 
Trudeau's second idea, that the govern- 
ment. might take the Quebec network 
into trusteeship, that is, run it directly: 

We suspect that after considering the 
matter Mr. Trudeau himself will find 
that it is not possible. 

What makes it impossible is the 
intolerable precedent it would set. An 
intervention now could be clothed in the 
virtue of eliminating separatist controls 
over Radio-Canada. The next interven- 
tion could be by another government, 
bent on using the CRC as its propaganda 
tool; and that we are not going to have 
in Canada. It is the sort of thing that 
belongs only in banana republics that 
have been taken over by mititary coup. 

Mr. Trudeau does not need to adopt 
such undemocratic measures to achieve 
his very proper end. If CBC separatists 
and separatist sympathizers do not stop 
trying to split the nation, their budget 
can be cut off. Mr. Davidson and Mr. 
Ouimet can be commissioned to rebuild 
Quebec networks that will report the 
news objectively.

In addition, it is widely used in aréas 
where the population captures its 
drinking water from rain, by the use of 
roof gutters and barrels, and where wells 
are sunk into soil. saturated with the 
chemical. 

This chemical, along with other 
herbicides and defoliants, was developed 
by the army at Fort Dietrich, Md., in the 
1950s, and it quickly found acceptance in 
agriculture. After an early refusal to do 
so, the United States began to ‘‘defoli- 
ate’ in a small way in Vietnam in 1963, 
and they also sprayed 741 acres of rice 

a program to ‘‘deny” the VC the 
crop (i.e., to starve the families who 
lived there).* 

But by 1967 we attacked 221,000 acres 
of erops and were defoliating nearly 15 
miltion acres in Vietnam and — to he 
sure — in Laos, There was only a slight 
drop in 1968. 


Bitter ‘Orange’ 


Army Training Circular TC 216, 
dated April, 1969, describes the “‘anti- 
plant” chemicals along with what are 
called ‘‘riot control agents.’ Specifically, 
what is used in Vietnam is called 
“Orange,”’ a 50:50 mixture of 2,4,5T and 
nother defoliant called 24D. Troops are 
instructed to spray it on ‘‘mangrove or 
highland trees or broad-leafed crops 
{such as beans, corn, bananas and 
tomatoes) and rice.’’ ‘‘Orange’’ 
other chemicals are described as having 
a “high offensive potential’ to destroy 
food supplies and to deny the enemy food

beyond, 


Thalidomide Reminder 


Whether the rate of human mal- 
formation from contact with his ahemi- 
cal is greater or less than with rats is, of 
course, unknown. In the case of 
Thalidomide, it turned out to be greater. 

It was this that prompted the finding 
that 2,4,5T was seriously hazardous and 
“probably dangerous’? and séaused its 
removal from the domestic market. in 
the United States. The President's 
science adviser, Dr, Lée du Bwidge; 
perhaps adumbrating the Pentagon's 
refusal to cut down its use against 
Asians, said only that the rate of fetal 
malformation was ‘greater than 
expeoted.”” If you expect 10, one would 
imagine that 108 would rate stronger 
languege than. ‘greater than expected.’ 

What amazes the scientists who 
‘discovered the report only by chance is 
that for 15 years no thought was given to 
testing the chemical on animals, that for 
three years a finding of “probable 
danger” was ignored or hidden and that 
we continue to use it in Vietnam against 
the civilian population.

that tormented Dutch master was more likely a victim of 
epilepsy than of schizophrenia. 
Dr. Monti made a strong case for his epilepsy theory. 
He contends Van Gogh could not have had schizophrenia 
because although his behavior at times was bizarre he 
was always coherent and his paintings were representa- 
tionai right up to the time of his suicide. 
In Van Gogh's letters to Theo, his Brother; he often 
mentions hearing strange voices and Dr. Monti points out 
that this is consistent with experiences of epileptics

$20.7 Billion Bill | 
For Military Hardware

WASHINGTON (WP) — 
House-Senate conferees 
approved a $20.7 billion mili-

While average Victoria prices have dropped, 
multiple listing real estate sales in the last quarter 
have risen, suggesting a conflict within the industry. 

But according to local real estate men the

The result is that more 
houses for sale are placed on

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Far-North Factory 
Goes Mechanical 


BAKER LAKE, N.W.T. 
(CP) -- It's only a four-room 
house, but crammed inside its 
walis is an industry, unique in 
the North, which is making 
life easier for the Eskimos of 
Baker Lake. 

The house, known as the 
Duffle Garment Centre, and 
its products mean a steady 
income to about 135. Eskimo 
women who work either there 
or in their homes, 


‘The garment centre~ turns 


out many products, but its 


biggest seller, so popular that 
the workers can’t manufac- 
ture enough to meet demand, 
is the Eskimo parka. 

The centre is the first in the 
North to employ sewing 
machines and a mechanical 
cutter, and has a full-time 
manager, Maurice Thibodeau, | 
hired by ‘the. federal govern- 
ment to. instruet the Eskimos 
in- modérn ‘“assembly-line 
techniques, 

“When I installed the sew~ 
ing machihes,"’ Mr. Thibodeau 
says, “I wasn't sure how the 
Eskimos would like using 
them. : 

“But everything is working 
out beautifully. They're so 
used to sewing-it's something 
they’ve done all: their lives— 
that they needed very ‘little 
instruction.” 

The parkas, in two layers, 
one of duffle fabric and an 
outer: layer of windbreaker 
cloth, take only about an hour 
to make, but the embroidery 
on each parka, hand-sewn by 
the women, takes at ae a 
day to ‘complete. 

“No parka is the same as

any other -one,” 
deav says, 


“Two. weeks ago we had 
1,000. parkas here and the 
embroidery on each ene was 
different.” 

The centre employs about 24 
women on a full-time basis, 
working aS sewers, cutters or 
embroiderers. Cutters and 
sewers make about $50 a 
week while embroiderers 
make about $85 weekly. 


Mr. Thibo- 


In addition, about 100 © 


women work on a part-time 
basis from their own homes, 
sewing. and embroidering 
vests, mitts, slippers, hats 


and ear muffs for the centre _ 


to sell. 

The centre sold about $8,000 
worth of parkas to tourists 
visiting Baker Lake during 
the last four months. During 
that time, another $22,000 
worth of the garments were 
shipped south, with most 
going to the federal. govern- 
ment-owned Canadian Arctie 
Producers, which ¥Yetails the 
‘garments or sells them to 
other stores across. the 
country. 

In a storage room next door 
to the centre hang ore 
parkas, about $50,000 worth, 
each waiting for a shipment 
of fur, Arctic fox, 
wolverine or blue fox,- before 
being shipped to the south. 

But even these furs won't 
be enough to meet the 
demands. 

“It just seems we can't 


make. them fast enough,”’ says 
Mr. Thibodeau. 
“The more we make, the 


more we séll: I just wish we 
could find some way to make 
them faster.”’

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Mass of New Benefits to Emerge 


In U.S. Contracts in the 1970s

NEW YORK (AP) — One of 
the steadiest trends in the 
United States employment pic- 
ture, as steady as the upward 
trend of wages, is the growth of 
fringe benefits. Some day, if the 
trend continues, the term 
“fringe” will be an anachron- 
ism. 

In the period from 1929 to 
1967, the increase in payments 
for benefits averaged 9.6 per 
cent a year. Wages and sala- 
ries, however, increased at a 
rate of 3.9 per cent. 

e 

American companies now 
spend more than $100,000,000,000 
a year on pensions, sick leave, 
vacations and so on, an amount 
equal to about 12.5 per cent of 


profit Institute for the Future, 
the United States never has 
been a leader in implementing 
social benefit programs. 

In fact, in all cases studied by 
IFF, the United States never 
has been among ‘the -first eight 
countries to adopt any such re- 
form, It was, for example, the 
last of 24 countries studied to 
provide insurance for sickness 
and maternity. 

The IFF study concluded that 
a mass of new benefits should 
get at least a tryout in the 1970s 
in many _of- the world's indus- 
trialized nations, and that some 
may become the rule rather 
than the exception within 10 
years of their introducion. 


Among those benefits likely to “ 


make an -appearance in the 
1970s : 


pension plan extensions to pro- 
vide for recreational, educa- 
tional, medical, residential and 
legal costs. 

Also: cost of living adjust- 
ments for disability insurance, 
subsidized housing for employ- 
ees, ‘‘in-house” advance degree 
programs, widely available edu- 
cational leave with pay, several 
shorter weeks during the year. 

e 

The IFF found that innovative 
trends are ‘at -work, mainly 
through pressure or stimulus 
from labor, and that one of the 
strongest is the growing belief 
among workers that benefits 
are rights rather than gifts or 
rewards. 

A great expansion is expected 
in dental coverage, in the elimi- 
nation of employee expense for 


the list of benefits expected to 
expand greatly, and workers 
aré expected to win increased 
flexibility in scheduling time 
off. 


Pension income is expected to 
rise and*also to be adjusted for 
increases in the cost of living. 
And pension plans are expected 
to be rewritten so that they can 
be carried from one job to 
another. 

Although many of the changes 
may be expected to result from 
abor’s prodding and legislation 
by government, the IFF study 
found, management probably 
will take the lead in increasing

PM Resigned Owing 
To Bribery Charge 


_ By BOB BOWMAN 

This is the anniversary of 
the worst day in Sir John A. 
Macdonald's political career. 
His government had to resign 
because he and Sir*George 
Etienne Cartier had solicited 
election campaign funds from 
Montreal financier Sir Hugh 
Allan, when Allan was trying 
to get the contract to build 
the first transcontinental rail- 
way. It looked like bribery. 


Sir John defended himself in 
a five-hour speech in the 
Commons, It was perhaps the 
most’ brilliant spee¢h he ever 
pes although: he had been 
‘drinking héavily for weeks 
and was shaken in mind ‘and 
body. His purpose was to try 
to rally the members of his 
own party so they would 
support’ him in a vote of 
confidence. 

It was known that the bést 
h2 could hope for was a 
majority of two, and the man 
who could save him was the 
forrner Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany factor, Donald A. Smith. 
He was a Conservative who 
i presented Selkirk ir. -the 
federa] House, and Winnipeg 
in the Manitoba legislature.

To the Forbidden Fruit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Grace 
Halsell is a slender white woman who 
changed her skin to black and quit a 
White House job to live as a Negro 
for six months in the Harlem district 
of New York City and Mississippi. 

Now the darkness faded from her 
body but with more wrinkles around 
her eyes, she reflects and is shaken. 

“Tl lived as a black ‘for six 
months,” she said Tuesday in an 
interview. “. All my white 
friends say“Oh;-you're-so-brave.” 


“But no ene is telling the black 
woman she’s brave and she lives with 
it all the time.” 
+*. In a new book, Soul Sister, she 
tells of her motivations, of keeping 
her travels a secret from former 
President Lyndon Johnson, her. co- 
workers and her. family, and of her 
determination to — a personal 
account. : 

And she describes some of the 
incidents: 


“A white intern in a Harlem 
hospital refused to treat her swollen 
and burned foot, telling her: ‘You 
people should bathe more often’.”

Science Finds Oil 
In Garbage Dumps 


WASHINGTON (UP 


I) — Government scien-. 


tists Tuesday reported an experimental process that 
promises to produce a barrel of crude oil from every 


ton of garhage. 


The Bureau of Mines said this discov ery could 


lead to “garbage and waste paper... 


one day be- 


coming raw material for making gasoline and oil.” 
Research chemists at the coal research centre 


at Pittsburgh developed 


the new process while 


searching for ways to produce petroleum from coal.

Tests_so far have been limited to laboratory- 
size runs, but officials said yields: on a larger scale 
at the same ratio would produce just over one bar- 
rel of oil for each ton of organic waste. 

Dr. Alexander Milis, Bureau of Mines scientist, 
said tests were still being conducted, but there 
was no question the oil produced could be refined 
into gasoline and other petroleum products. 

The chemists heat-treated wet, ground up gar- 
bage and paper with carbon morioxide and steam 
under pressure at about 700 degrees fahrenheit for 


20 minutes.

Mass March 
Ban Ordered 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The government has 
rejected a permit for a mass march from the 
Capitol to the White House, November 15, to cul- 
minate what is being billed as the largest anti-war 


protest in history. 


Only “a small symbolic parade” will be allowed, 
the justice department announced Tuesday night, 
citing “reliable reports” some demonstrators plan 
to “foment violence or to stage confrontations”. 


A department spokesman 
claimed “‘co-ordinated and ef- 
fective law enforcement would 
be impossible” if “‘any serious 
violence’ should erupt along 
the Pennsylvania Avenue 
route. 


Immediately, the New Mo- 


bilization Committee, sponsor 
of the anti-Vietnam protests 
planned for Nov. 13-15, denied 
the charge and accused de- 
partment officials of negotiat-- 
ing in bad faith. 

“We vehemently deny,’’ the 
committee said, ‘‘that any 
New Mobilization groups is 
planning activities... which 
are not legal and non-violent.” 

Some demonstration leaders 
earlier had forecast-.as many 
as 500,000 persons would take 
part in the massive protest. 


TALKS POSTPONED 


Two weeks of negotiations 
between the government and 
New Mobilization representa- 
tives. broke off Monday be- 
cause Of a stalemate over the 
planned. mass march finale.

Police Examining Every Clue to Find Culprit

Myron Waiter Parenuik, 25, of : 


Youbou died. in. Royal Jubilee 
Hospital Tuesday and RCMP 
today redoubled their efforts to 
find the person who felled the 
tree that ied to his death. 
Parenuik suffered massive 
head and body injuries when his 
car ran into the tree on- 
Halloween night on a foggy 
stretch of Highway 10 miles 
east of Lake Cowichan, g 
The car hit the tree at the 
driver’s eye, level “making a 
convertible out of the car and 
nearly decapitating the driver,” 


Cpl. Scott Coxen, head of 
Lake Cowichan RCMP detach- 
ment, said a thorough scientific 
investigation is under way to 
find the person or persons 
involved. “ 

He said today the wedge-of 
wood and sawdust cut out of the 
tree are being compared with 


similar material that-shows up 
in pant cuffs, shoe seams and 
the floors of cars belonging to 
suspects, . : 


Several “automatic checks on 
those capable of it” have been 
carried‘out without success but 
others at work in the woods will 
be interrogated when they re- 
turn home at: the weekend, 
Coxen said. 

He said the methods the 
detachment is.using in checking 
the tree material, saw marks, 
foot prints and tire tread marks 
is similar to those in tracing 
guns-and-cars-involyed_in- hit. 
and-run accidents. 

“Except in this case we have 
a hell of a lot less to go on in 
comparing the known with the 
unknown.”’ 

The same saw was used to 
cut another tree which was 
lying across the road farther 
back towards Lake Cowichan. 


Removing it and investigating 
an unrelated accident delayed 
police in getting to Parenutk. 

Tire marks found there were 
also identical making ‘it possible 
for police to put together at 
least a ‘possible descriptioh”’ of 
the prankster’s car. 

“The tires were five-ribbed, 
Summer tread on possibly a late- 
mode! smaller car,” Coxen said. 

The supposition that it was a 
smaller car was based on the 
fact the tread was light “but 
this may have been because of 
the extreme springiness of the 
wet soil."’

Victoria have been directed by the president, Dr. 
Bruce Partridge, te “pursue” Canadian students in 
graduate schools in Canada and abroad to fill open 


teaching positions. 


The announcement 


of the drive to get more 


Canadian faculty members is coupled with a 
survey released Tuesday showing that less than 
half of Uvic’s 385 faculty members are Canadian, 
and more than one-quarter are United States 
citizens, 


Partridge said in an interview-with the Times 
that he had met earlier this fall with department 
heads and deans and directed them to advertise all 
vacant teaching positions in academic publications 
across Canada. 


He also urged them to make full use of 
Operation Retrieval, a ‘project initiated by the 
federal government to attract Canadian students in 
foreign universities back to Canada upon comple- 
tion of their advanced degrees. . 


Partridge described the faculty hiring situa- 
tion on Canadian campuses as one ‘of ‘Canadians 
versus non-Canadians.” : 


“This university and all Canadian universities _ 


should have a distinctly Canadian flavor.” 


He said no figures have been set as to a good 
rags of Canadian and non-Canadian teachers 
at Uvic. 


“I think an arbitrary limit would be silly — on 
the other hand, to ignore the problem would be

Immediately, the New Mo- 
bilization Committee, sponsor 
of the anti-Vietnam protests 
planned for Nov. 13-15, denied

“We vehemently deny,"’ the 
committee said, “that any 
New Mobilization groups is 
planning activities ... which 
are not legai and non-violent.” 

Some demonstration leaders

, as 500,000 persons would take 
part in the massive protest.

Solidarity Forever 
Goes Up in Smoke! 


Delegates Torpedo 


- ‘Bargaining Front’. 


By DENNIS BELL 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Angry convention 
delegates Tuesday torpedoed a cornerstone of the 
British Columbia Federation of Labor’s proposed 
“united bargaining front” after a stormy debate on 
administration. 

“Solidarity forever” went up in smoke as 460 
delegates to the BCFL’s week-long convention 
threw out a report. submitted by president Al 
Staley, secretary Ray Haynes and other officers. 

The report included a review of the BCFL 
executive’s handling of labor matters’ during the 
past year-and outlined-comprehensive plans for a 
future expansion of the federation’s role in the 
collective bargaining process. 

Staley was booed and*heckled when he at first 
declared a motion to approve the report carried on 
a-voige vote.He relented. and the motion was 
defeated ina standing vote. by a five - to- three 
margin. 

' Forces backing Paddy Neale, militant presi- 
dent of the Vancouver and District Labor Council, 
interpreted the vote as a major setback for 
Haynes, who is up for re-election in the key 
secretary's post.

Neale announced Monday he would challenge 
Haynes in Thursday's federation, elections. So far, 
Neale has not put together a full slate to oppose 
the current officers, but some pro-Neale candidates 
were expected to be named Jater today. 

In addition to_handling of union matters, the 
current federation executive came under heavy fire 
for its failure to get the United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers’ union back into the BCFL. 

The UFAWU, with 7,200 members, has been 
trying to re-enter the parent Canadian Labor 
Congress and through it the federation for 12 
years following suspension for alleged communist 
leadership. 

Louis Kaufman, president of the Vancouver 
Jocal: of ‘the International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen's Union, saidgthe UFAWU contro- 
versy and other matters during the past year have 
damaged the image of the federation among rank- 
and-file workers. : 

“The role of the-féderation-should—be—to co- 
ordinate and not to dictate,” said Kaufman. ‘We’ve 
developed into a monstrous bureaucractic struc- 
ture.” 

The federation’s proposals for a_ “united 
bargaining front” of unions representing. more 
than 100,000 workers whose contracts come up for 
negotiation next spring were also sharply attacked. 

“We're all fora strong central labor body, but 
not one that forces policies through by coercion,” 
said R. T. (Buck) Philip, international representa- 
tive of Oil,.Chemical and Atomic Workers’ Union,

He accused. the. federation’ leadership of 
attempting te villify former BCFL officers in its 
report and added that the plans for the bargaining 
front outlined by’ Haynes and Staley need much 
more clarification prior to approval. 

Indications of a simmering dispute between 
the IWA, biggest union in the province, and the 
building trades urilons rose to the surface Tuesday, 
in a resolution submitted by the TWA condemning 
Teamsters’ Union raiding tactics. 

“It’ centres ‘on jurisdiction’ over hailing of 
products: to.construction sites. The IWA claims the 
right, but, the construction unions say, it’s their. 
responsibility or-fhat_of-the teamsters,.who_don’t 
belong to the federation. _ 

The convention was jittery with rumors. that 
the building trades unions with 80,000 members, 
would, pull ‘out of the BCFL, if the motion was 
approved, : : >. 

The IWA and the building trades unions held a 
closed session Tuésday afternoon and the wood- 
workers agreed to withdraw the résolution. 

An IWA delegate summed up the mood of 
Tuesday's convention in regard to the past year:
